many Is a factor to be reckoned with 
;:ln European affairs as .much ns was 
Bismarck in his prime. Bismarck had 
.Germany with him in bis greatest bat- 
tles. It remains to be seen whether 
Kaiser Wilhelm will rally the nation 
to bis side or present tbe sad spectacle 
Of a king without a country. 
When 


tbe kaiser visited England, the British 
people fell upon his neck, so to.speak, 
In tbe notion that they had in Germany 
•n ally which at* the time they very 
orach heeded. But the German chan- 
cellor, on being askotl in the reichstag 
to-explain the political significance of 
the emperor's friendliness, snld that, It 
meant nothing. 
; 


But the question put to the chan- 


cellor had a world of meaning in it, 
|)tor it- is a fact that whenever Count 
Bulow uas spoken of the Anglo-Ger- 
man relations before the reichstag in 
a serious mood his words have been 
greeted -with laughter. .And the laugh- 
iter is caused not so much by the sub- 
ject In hand as the chancellor's treat- 
iment of it, for to one acquainted with 
\the idioms of the German tongue the 
|Words are found to be words of jocose 
(Irony aimed at England. "They carry 
•more meaning to his German hearers 


. than meets the British mind," says an 


{English diplomat In The Fortnightly 
,'Keview,-"and what the reichstag un- 
.derstands them to expound are the 
merits of pursuing a profitable policy 
toward this country in a thinly veiled 
spirit of benevolent contempt." 


The writer says further that the atti- 


tude In which the chancellor most 
pleases the anti-English gallery of the 
reichstag Is Just what pleases him per- 
sonally, -but even If he dislikes it he 
would, have to resort to it in order to 
manage his audience. In a lengthy 
paper the diplomat draws a sharp dis- 
tinction between .the kaiser and his 
.people and says flatly that the clmncel- 
.lor's explanation that the visit to Eng- 
land was meaningless was the only 
one his hearers would have tolerated. 
The telegram of the kaiser to Krugcr 


• In 1899 was -the most popular act of 
.Wllhelm's reign and the bestowal of 
the Order of the ,-Black Eagle upon 
Lord Roberts during his visit to Eng- 
land the most, unpopular. The visit 
and the bestcrtval of the decoration sig- 
nlfiecl a' breach between the German 
emperor and the German people. This 


• leads to the speculation on1 Germany's 


future, whether people or kaiser will 
be the stronger in a crisis; whether the 
kaiser will-rule or be ruled. 
• Just as the prestige .of England 
among the powers of enrth has resulted 
from her naval strength, so the prestige 
of Germany has rested upon her army 
and her military renown. \ But of late 
Germany has had nothing to do to keep 
Her scutcheon bright. Enemies upon 
land she has none to threaten her at 
present. A powerful army may com- 
mand the respect of experts, but if 
that army has no foes to keep in avi-e^ 
the respect of nations is certain to fall 
away. The kaiser launched the expe- 
dition to China with great eclat, and 
Germany was expected to lend the 
powers in military .achievement. The 
whole affair was a flxzle. There was 
no military glory to be won' in China. 
and the renowned soldiers of Germany 
cut no greater figijre In the field than 
the English or Japanese. Instead of 
bearing off the palm of leadership, Ger- 
many has conie down to the level of 
ordinary nations and must begin over 
again to prove that her army Is the 
best in the world 


I The kaiser says, "The future of Ger- 
many lies on the water." lie wants, a 
great navy to cope with that of'Eng- 
land and perhaps the United States. 
This looks like a dream of territorial 
expansion and may aim at the unifica- 
tion of the Teutonic racer But if the 
kaiser's dream does not carry along the 
•German people, Bismarck effected the 
Tinlncation of Germany—that is, the 
•Germany proper. 
But. the movement 


•of 1870 was n. popular one. Prussia 
*toocl at the head of the German states. 
She had humbled Austria aud subdued 
tfitl smaller kingdoms. She had Bis- 
marck and Moltke and a wonderful 
army. The little peoples wanted to he 
In the same l>oat with Prussia, to share 
her laurels and her spoil. 
Bismarck 


•Imply used the elements at hand. The 


i masses -were ready for unification, and 


he gave-the pretext for action by bring- 
ing about war with the hereditary en- 
emy of all the Gorman states. 


Ambitious Germans do not like the 


Idea that the future lies with the An- 
glo-Saxon race and the Slav. 
They 


Perhaps the kaiser looks still further 
•head and sees that the development 
of sea power involves a still wider 
range of activity. The man behind the. 
uesk will need the man behind the gun 
to prop him up on tlie stool. 


But .the people of the kaiser's realm 


have today no fixed political idea In 
common except it be hatred of Eng- 
land. 
The empire is split up with 


agrariantsm, socialism, clericalism, and 
militarism is not so popular as it was 
for a generation after Sedan. A pan- 
Teutonic movement will surely strike 
deep, but that it will sweep the coun- 
try as did the unification movement in 
1870 may be doubted. The number of 
common people who are satisfied to let 
well enough , alone Is growing every 
day. The kaiser will not,relish being 
at the head of a second rate power in 
anything, and of course he: will find 
supporters for his ambition. 


If it comes to a question of isolation 


for Germany or of being wiped out 
commercially by other powei-s, the Jin-' 
go spirit of the nation and tlio race 
may rise. 
Isolation stared Germany 


In the face when the powers moved on 
China. 
The appointment of Count 


Waldersce to lead the military forces 
of the allies brought the name of Ger- 
many to the front again in all its glory. 
Who would dare essay decision upon 
the. destiny of any land in Europe or 
Asia without, consulting the leading 
military power of the world upon the 
heels of a mighty triumph In the con- 
quest of China? The horrible vision of 
Isolation then vanished from the Ger- 
man mind. 
Nothing but the alliance 


with England staved off a relapse after 
the grand fizzle of the campaign arid 
the evacuation of Chl-11 by the allied 
forces. 
And now, if talebearers from 


the inside are to be believed, the Anglo- 
Gernian alliance Is only a diplomatic 
deal not cemented and not likely to be 
by the people of Germany, who musi 
be depended upon to make the alliance 
worth anything in the crisis for which 
alliances are. supposed to exist—a tes! 
of brute force. 


Germany's internal problems are the 


struggle between 
industrialism anc 


agrlcxilture. Industry wants the work 
for a market and the sea for a high 
way; so, while the kaiser and his 'ad 
herents cry that the future of Ger 
rnirny lies on the sea and -in a powerfu 
navy, there is another element saying 
that the land is the source of wealth 
and militarism a drain upon the na 
tion. • While the spirit of Imperialism 
holds sway the kaiser will not be lei: 
alone in bis ambitions, .but self interes 
in the nation may carry tlie spirit be 
yond the realms of diplomacy.

to cnt a figure, but when the German • 
people get about it they will want 
something more than glory for the 
crown. They will not be content to 
stand second to England nor the Unit- 
ed States in tbe field of foreign trade. 


In any event the future of Germany 


depends upon whether the Teutons 
can be held together. The unification 
of Germany was a move to abolish 
weakness and eliminate petty princi- 
palities. Since then the southern prov- 
inces have tested union and may or 
may not love the empire of the. pres- 
ent.
